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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  Carmarthen  Rural  District  covers  an  area  of  202,733  acres, 
and  is  divided  into  29  Parishes,  viz. : — Abergwili,  Abernant, 
Oonwil  Elfed,  Llanllawddog,  Llanpumpsaint,  Llanarthney,  Llan- 
ddarog,  Llangunnor,  Llandefeilog,  Llangendeirne,  St.  Ishmael, 
Llangain,  Llangynog,  Llanstephan,  Newchurch,  Laugharne  Town- 
ship, Llanddowror,  Llanginning,  Llanwinio,  Mydrim,  St.  Cleans, 
Trelech-ar-Bettws,  Cilymaenlilwyd,  Henllanfallteg,  Llandissilio- 
East,  Eglwyscummin,  Llanboidy,  Pendine,  and  Whitland. 

The  population  of  the  area,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General 
for  mid-1947  is  28,  120,  and  statistics  in  this  Report  have  been 
based  upon  this  number,  unless  otherwise  stated. 

For  Registration  purposes,  the  area  is  divided  into  the  following 
five  Registration  Sub-Districts: — 

Abergwili  and  Llangain  (Carmarthen  Rural). 

Llangendeirne. 

St..  Clears. 

Conwil. 

Llanboidy. 

For  Sanitary  Administration  purposes,  the  area  is  divided  into 
three  Divisions,  and  each  is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  a 
Sanitary  Inspector.  The  Divisions  are  as  follows  : —

Llanpumpsaint,  Llangain,  Llan- 
gynog, Llanstephan,  Newchurch, 
Mydrim,  Trelech-ar-Bettws,  and 
Part  of  St.  Clears.

Llangunnor,  Llandefeilog,  Llan- 
gendeirne, and  St.  Ishmael. 

Whitland  Division  ...  Parishes  of  Laugharne  Township, 

Llanddowror,  Llanginning,  Llan- 
winio, Cilymaenllwyd,  Henllanfall- 
teg, Llandissilio-East,  Eglwys- 
cummin, Pendine,  Whitland,  and 
Part  of  St.  Clears. 

The  area  is  mainly  agricultural,  the  inhabitants  being  engaged 
in  farming  and  trade®  allied  to  it.  Milk  Factories  are  situated  at 
Whitland,  St.  Clears,  and  Pensarn  (Llangunnor)  . Portions  of  the 
Parishes  of  Llanarthney,  Llanddarog,  and  Llangendeirne  border 
on  the  anthracite  coalfield,  and  naturally,  the  main  occupation 
of  that  area  is  coal  mining.  The  Railways  throughout  the  area 
provide  employment  for  a large  number,  particularly  in  the 
Western  Parishes  around  Whitland. 

No  particular  occupation  (coal  mining  excepted)  can  be  said  to 
have  any  prejudicial  effect  upon  the  health  of  the  people. 
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The  Rateable  Value  of  the  area  is  £65,263,  the  sum  represented 
by  a Penny  Rate  £269  17s.  Od..,  and  the  number  of  inhabited 
houses  at  the  end  of  the  year  according  to  the  Rate  Book  is  7,902.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN 

THE  AREA. 


Laboratory  Facilities: 

The  Emergency  Public  Heahhi  Laboratory  Service  still  continues 
to  function.  It  provides  both  a Bacteriological  and  Pathological 
Service,  and  continues  to  play  a vital  paid  in  the  maintenance  of 
the  health  of  the  community,  particularly  with  regard  to  early 
diagnosis  of  Infectious  Diseases,  and  the  isolation  of  Infectious 
Disease  “ carriers.” 


Ambulance  Facilities: 

The  Carmarthen  Borough  Division  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade 
continued  the  ambulance  service  it  inaugurated  last  year.  This 
Ambulance  Service  covers  the  following  Parishes  in  the  rural  area  in 
addition  to  the  Borough  of  Carmarthen.  The  Parishes  so  served 
are  Llangunnor,  Llandefeilog,  Llanddarog,  Llanstephan,  Llan- 
gynog,  Llangain,  Llanpumpsaint,  part  of  Llangendeirne,  St. 
Ishmael,  Abergwili,  Mydrim,  Newchurch  and  St.  Clears.  The 
personnel  of  the  Division  are  mainly  voluntary,  and  their  keenness 
and  enthusiasm  has  resulted  in  the  service  being  an  extremely 
efficient  one. 

Some  idea  of  the  work  done  by  the  Division  can  be  deduced  from 
the  fact  thao  during  the  year  970  patients  were  carried. 

It  is  regrettable  that  this  Scheme  is  not  as  well  supported  as  it 
should  be. 


Nursing  in  the  Homes: 


This  is  carried  out  by  the  Carmarthenshire  County  Nursing 
Association  through  eighteen  District  Nursing  Associations,  and 
is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health  Department  of  the 
County  Council.

These  are  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council,  and  at 
present  there  are  five  Infant  Welfare  Centres  for  children  under 
five  years  of  age  situated  in  the  Eural  District,  viz.:  —

Hospital  Accommodation: 

(i)  Infectious  Diseases: 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  is  situated  at  Upper  Tumble, 
near  Llanelly,  and  is  under  the  direct  control  of  the  County 
Council.  The-  Rural  District  Council  contribute  by  rate  to  the 
County  Council,  so  that  any  person  admitted  receives  treatment 
and  maintenance  free  of  cost. 


(ii)  Maternity: 

This  is  under  the,  control  of  the  County  Council,  and  they  have 
an  Agreement  with  the  Carmarthen  County  Infirmary  for  the 
admission  of  suitable  maternity  cases  for  confinement.  The  County 
Council  rent  sixteen  beds  in  the  Maternity  Block  for  this  purpose. 
The  County  Council  administer  the  Penlan  Maternity  Unit, 
Penlan  Road,  Carmarthen,  as  an  Annexe  to  the  Carmarthen  In- 
firmary Maternity  Unit. 

Venereal  Diseases: 

This  is  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council.  There  are  no 
Venereal  Disease  Clinics  situated  in  the  Rural  District;  the 
nearest  Clinic  administered  by  them  is  at  the  General  Hospital, 
Llanelly,  and  travelling  expenses  to  enable  patients  to  attend 
this  Clinic  and  the  Swansea  Clinic  are  granted  to  patients  by  the 
County  Council  according  to  their  financial  circumstances.. 
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Tuberculosis : 

As  stated  in  my  last  Annual  Report,  the  housing  conditions  of 
many  persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  is  deplorable,  and  while 
such  conditions  remain,  any  good  the  persons  derive  from  Institu- 
tional treatment  is  quickly  out- weighed  upon  returning  to  their 
homes..  It  is  therefore  a matter  of  urgency  that  the  Council  should 
press  on  at  high  speed  with  their  Housing  Programme. 

The  Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Children : 

This  is  administered  by  the  County  Council.  Accommodation 
for  ten  expectant;  and  ten  nursing  mothers  is  available  at  Plas- 
newydd  Mothercraft  Hostel,  Burry  Port.  Patients  are  confined 
under  the  Maternity  Hospital  arrangements  of  the  County 
Council.  This  Hostel  was  taken  over  by  the  County  Council  from 
the  Women’s  Voluntary  Services  in  August,  1947,  and  is  available 
to  residents  of  the  area  administered  by  the  County  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Committee  and  to  other  Welfare  Authorities 
who  have  arrangements  with  the  County  Council  for  the  reserva- 
tion of  beds.  Subject  to  beds  being  available,  patients  may  be 
also  admitted  from  other  areas,  provided  the  Welfare  Authority 
concerned  accept  responsibility  for  the  full  cost  of  maintenance 
and  treatment. 

The  County  Council  maintain  close  co-operation  with  the  St. 
David’s  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Committee. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
Housing : 

During  the  year  the  Council  started  on  its  Housing  Programme. 
Housing  is  still  the  greatest  problem  facing  the  Council,,  and  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  all  concerned  will  make  every  effort  to  complete 
the  Building  Programme  as  expeditiously  as  possible. 

The  need  for  houses  cannot  be  too  strongly  stressed,  and  whilst 
young  people  have  to  continue  to  live  in  rooms  the  growth  of 
family  life  which  is  so  essential  to  the  well-being  of  the  Country 
is  greatly  handicapped. 

Mr.  G.  G.  Thomas,  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor,

Water  Supply: 


Mr.  G.  G.  Thomas,  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
reports  as  follows  on  Water  Supplies  within  the  rural  district:  — 

“ The  provision  of  an  adequate  supply  of  water  to  the  entire 
population  of  the  Rural,  District  remains  to  be  che  ultimate  ob- 
jective of  the  Council,  who  have  approved  in  principle  the  Eastern 
Area  Water  Supply  Scheme,  details  of  which  appeared  in  the 
1946  Annual  Report. 

The  Western  Area  Water  Supply  Scheme,  also  detailed  in  the 
above  report,  has  been  finally  approved  by  the  Council,  and  the 
approval  of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  is  now  awaited. 

Great  interest  is  being  shown  by  all  Authorities  concerned  in 
the  materialisation  of  the  Towy  Water  Scheme,  and  to  this  end 
the  Carmarthen  Rural.  District  Council  have  stated  their  require- 
ments for  the  Rural  District  to  be  1.4  million  gallons  per  day. 

It  is  interesting  to  note-  that  of  the  1,441  premises  supplied 
with  water  under  pressure,  1,065  have  already  been  connected  to 
the  Council’s  mains.  The  number  of  those  dependent  upon  their 
supply  from  Pnblic  Standpipes  is  rapidly  diminishing,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  in  the  near  future  it  will  be  possible  to  discard  most 
public  standpipes.

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Sampling  of  Water  Supplies: 

Sampling  of  water  supplies  is  carried  out  by  the,  Sanitary  In- 
spectors, and  is  performed  as  carefully  as  possible. 

Bacteriological  examination  of  water  is  carried  out  at  the  Emer- 
gency Public  Health  Laboratory,  Carmarthen,  and  Chemical 
examination  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Analyst  at  the  County 
Hall,  Carmarthen. 

With  the  exception  of  one  source,  no  supply  has  a plumbo- 
solvent  action.  The  source  referred  to  is  treated  by  filtration 
through  magnesite  before  entering  the  service  mains,  and  tests 
of  the  water  in  these  mains  have  not  shown  any  plumbo-solvent 
action.

The  system  of  direct  labour  introduced  last  year  for  the  greater 
part  of  the  Eastern,,  and  a small  portion  of  the  Western  area  has 
proved  to  be  a most  efficient  service.  It  is  hoped  during  the  coming 
year  to  introduce  this  system  of  refuse  collection  for  the  Western 
area. 

The  System  of  direct  labour  in  the  Eastern  area  has  cost  the 
Council  approximately  £736  15s.  Od.  during  the  year,  and  shows 
an  approximate  saving  of  £203  on  the  old  system  of  collection  by 
contract  for  the  same  area. 
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MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

Four  licences  for  the  use  of  moveable  dwellings  were,  issued 
during  the  year. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  Rodent  Control  Scheme  has  been  maintained  ac  a very  high 
level  during  the  year  under  the  control  of  the  Rodent  Operators 
and  with)  the  co-operation  of  the  district  Sanitary  Inspectors.  As 
far  as  possible  the  work  was  carried  out  in  a regular  and  systematic 
manner  and  the  rural  area  was  adequately  covered. 

Scheme  N.S.  12  which  provided  financial  assistance  for  the 
treatment  of  dwelling  houses,  and  which  was  commenced  during 
the  latter  part  of  1946,  was  completed  during  the  year. 

Owing  to  the  very  large  and  scattered  area,  together  with  the 
difficulty  in  obtaining  transport,  the  Operators  were  provided  with 
a Motor  Van  for  the  purpose  of  travelling  in  connection  with  their 
duties.  This  Van  has  proved  to  be  of  great  assistance,  and  a much 
greater  area  was  therefore  covered. 

The  technique  adopted  in  control  measures  is  that  recommended 
by  the  Ministry  of  Food,  with  Zinc  Phosphide  and  Red  Squill  as 
the  principal  poisons,  and  sausage  rusk  as  the  pre'-bait  medium. 
Gassing  was  resorted  to  in  certain  instances.

DISEASES, 


Diphtheria : 

It  is  interesting  to  peruse  the  Notification  and  Death  rates  of 
Diphtheria  in  the  rural  area  from  1893  to  1947. 

From  the  Table  it  is  seen  that  the  Notification  Rate  of  Diphtheria 
has  varied  from  year  to  year,  e.g.,  in  1901  it  was  5.606  per  1,(XX) 
estimated  population,  in  1926  it  was  1.528,  and  in  1941  0.881  per 
1,000  estimated  population. 

Since  1941  intensive  campaigns  for  the  immunisation  of  children 
against  Diphtheria  have  been  earned  out,  and  each  succeeding 
year  the  notification  of  persons  suffering  from  this  disease,  has 
steadily  fallen,  until  this  year,  i.e.,  1947,  not  one  case  of  Diphtheria 
has  been  notified. 

Infantile  Paralysis: 

During  the  year  5 male  and  5 female,  cases  were  notified  as 
suffering  from  the  disease.  Two  of  these  were  over  25  years  of  age. 
one  was  over  15  but  under  25,  and  the  other  7 cases  were  under 
the  age  of  15  years.  All  these  patients  were  isolated  in  Hospital, 
and  the  majority  made  complete  recovery,  and  there  were  no 
deaths.

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

There  is  no  change  regarding  the  method  adopted  for  meat  in- 
spection. Centralised  slaughtering  is  carried  out  at  the  Carmarthen 
Borough  Abattoir. 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors,  in  conjunction  with  the  Sanitary  In- 
spector for  the  Borough  of  Carmarthen,  attend  the  Abattoir  and 
carry  out  an  inspection  of  the  carcases  slaughtered.
